The village extends over a large territo- 


ry, and is very prettily laid out and arrang 
ed; the principal street. is wi4e and nea"t 
running through the length ol the place 
and then leading oiT, until it forms the roac 
o Hoboken. The houses nre all neat and 
plain, and there is a general appearance o 
ease and comfortabbut everything in Hack 
ensack. I observe there nre any quanfity 
of weeping willows here, and targe numben 
are growing on either side of the. principa 
treet. Being the County Town, the Cour 
iouse and Jail are both located within its 
imifa; there are also lour Churches—one 
Dutch Reformd, two that mweseceeded
